Tributes have been left outside 
Oceana nightclub after a murder 
investigation began into a fatal 
stabbing at the Kingston club. 

Jamie Sanderson, 20, a rapper 
from Southall whose nickname 
was Bullet, died of a single stab 
wound inflicted inside the club 
near the cloakrooms at about 
3.30am on Thursday, October 25. 

The 2,352-capacity nightclub has 
been closed since the stabbing 
after an emergency licensing 
meeting held by councillors before 
the weekend revoked its licence 
for 14 days.

Outside the club a red hat was 
scrawled with “Bullet! Never for¬ 
gotten. Always part of da team.” 
Another note attached to flowers 
said: “Jamie. I can’t believe this is 
real. It still hasn’t sunk in.” 

A third said: “RIP Homie. The 
hood’s not going to be the same 
now.” 

Online, friends added their trib¬ 
utes. Gold Blooded on Twitter 
said: “I remember the times we 
used to chill in your room making 


music, you’ll be greatly missed.” 

Police have not confirmed if a 
knife was used, but questions 
were being asked about security 
checks at the club. 

Oceana, which has 90 CCTV 
cameras and an ID scanning sys¬ 
tem, left a statement on its website 
saying: “The thoughts of everyone 
at Oceana are with the families of 
those involved at this time.” 

So far, two people have appeared 
in courts charged with murder. 

Ashley Milne, 22, of Haslam 
Street, Peckham, was in 
custody in South West London 


Magistrates’ Court on Monday. 

Brandon Francis, 19, from 
Stanswood Gardens, Peckham, ap¬ 
peared in custody in Hendon Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Tuesday. 

Both men were due to appear at 
the Old Bailey for a hearing as the 
Kingston Guardian went to 
press.

Pharmacist wins battie to 
move shop nearer hospitai 


Campaign: Pravina Patel

A chemist has won a six- 
month battle with the NHS 
to move her pharmacy nearer 
to the new Surbiton Hospital. 

Newman’s Chemist owner 
Pravina Patel has been faith¬ 
fully serving her customers in 
Berrylands Road since 1987. 

But when she decided to 
move nearer Ewell Road after 
her neighbouring GP practice 
made plans to move into Sur¬ 
biton Hospital, she was 
blocked by the NHS’s interpre¬ 
tation of the rules. 

She was forced to hire 
lawyers and go to a costly, 
len^hy appeal, to win permis¬ 
sion to move her pharmacy 
from Berrylands Road to Ewell 
Road because NHS Kingston 
said it was more than the

permitted 500m move. 

NHS Kingston blocked her 
application saying the dis¬ 
tance was 500.6m and the new 
route for customers went 
through an estate that was not 
safe at night. 

Concrete bollards could 
cause problems for 
wheelchairs and push-chairs, 
it claimed. 

But the panel on the NHS 
Litigation Authority ruled at 
the end of May NHS Kingston 
had not dealt with her applica¬ 
tion properly and, despite ob¬ 
jections from other nearby 
chemists, ruled in her favour. 

It also concluded that the 


bollards were far enough 
apart to allow walkers to get 
through. 

Edward Davey had also writ¬ 
ten in her favour, with the MP 
saying he could not see any 
reason to block her move. 

Berrylands Patients’ Group 
wrote: “The relocation would 
be convenient for many and in¬ 
convenient for few.” 

Mrs Patel said: “It has been a 
battle. I had to spend a lot of 
money to get lawyers. The 
whole community got together 
and sent in appeal letters to 
this campaign. 

“They [the NHS] probably 
thought Tittle old her’, but 
they didn’t realise the power of 
the public. 

“Maybe they didn’t want 


competition from the pharma¬ 
cists they have got in Surbiton 
Hospital.” 

A spokesman for NHS 
Kingston said: “We respect the 
decision of the NHS Litigation 
authority and we wish the 
pharmacy all the best in its 
move to a new location.” 

In 2010, the Churchill-owned 
Tudor Drive GP surgery, 
which had lain empty 
for two years, was finally al¬ 
lowed to open after an NHS 
Competition Panel said NHS 
Kingston should allow patient 
choice. 

NHS Kingston had unsuc¬ 
cessfully argued that allowing 
Churchill to open would un¬ 
dermine another new GP 
surgery, also in Tudor Drive. 


Anj^r over medical records ‘release’ 


The daughter of an elderly 
woman who spent her life sav¬ 
ings on arthritis therapy 
claims her mother’s medical 
records have been released 
unlawfully. 

Trudy Bryant has contacted 
the Information Commission’s 
Office (ICO) after she claimed a 
salesman for Niagara Health 
Care used sensitive medical 
data to sell her 77-year-old 
mother Shirley Bryant a 
rheumatism aid. 

The seller called and then 
visited her mother, who is 
blind, at her sheltered accom¬ 
modation in New Malden, con¬ 
vincing her to part with more 
than £1,000 for a cyclo-massage 
pad, since repaid. 

Miss Bryant claimed only 


Kingston Hospital and a GP 
knew about her mother’s con¬ 
dition but both have strict pa¬ 
tient confidentiality rules. 

The Welsh company refused 
to say where it got the informa¬ 
tion, but insisted it complied 
with data protection laws and 
doorstep selling guidelines. 

After taking advice from the 
ICO Miss Bryant filed a legal 
request to force Niagara to re¬ 
lease the source of the data, 
giving the company 40 days to 
respond. 

She said: “They say it is not 
illegal, but for me it is totally 
immoral and unscrupulous. 

“Mum was lucky she had me 
digging my heels, but I do not 
want this to happen again to 
other vulnerable people.”

- I could not just jump off, 
which was my first 
reaction when I saw the 
flames, because I would be run 
over. Normal driving proce¬ 
dure went out the window be¬ 
cause I knew every second on 
the bike was extremely risky. 
As soon as I got off it I ran for 
my life.” 

The father-of-two, who won 


entrepreneur of the year at the 
Kingston Business Awards in 
2011, said jokes from friends 
had stopped him thinking too 
much about his close shave. 

He said: “I have heard them 
all after this. Trust for this to 
happen to me, a guy who runs 
a chimney firm. 

“Of course the bike is com¬ 
pletely ruined now. I reckon 
they will offer me about £100 so 
I will have to get another one 
for work. 

“I am happy though, because 
if I think what might have hap¬ 
pened to me it might have been 
a lot worse. You can replace a 
bike, you cannot replace a life.” 

A police spokesman said they 
were called at about 6.10pm to 
reports of a man who jumped 
off his bike. 

They said there were no 
other injuries or other vehicles 
involved.

Police have asked a busy 
Kingston nightclub to close 
down an hour earlier after a se¬ 
ries of brawls. 

The Hippodrome in St James 
Road used to stay open until 
4am, but has been told it should 
close its doors by Sam in line 
with other late-night venues in 
the town centre. 

Kingston police confirmed offi¬ 
cers arrested four people be¬ 
tween 6pm and Gam on October 
20 and 21. 

A spokesman from the Hippo¬ 
drome told a former councillor 
in an email: “We recently had a 
meeting with the police and they 
asked us to close at Sam rather 
than 4am. 

“This was not a decision we 
took lightly as we love the 4am 
finish. 

“Sadly for the past few weeks a 
few idiots have caused fights in 
the town after 4am and police 
used this to encourage us to fin¬ 
ish at Sam as they will have offi¬ 
cers around who can assist us 
when we finish.” 

The spokesman also said the 
police worked in shifts with one 
ending at 4am meaning there 
were fewer officers available to 
cope with disturbances at the 
later closing time. 


A spokesman from Kingston 
police said: “Hippodrome Night¬ 
club is licensed until 4am, but 
they have agreed to close at Sam. 

“This decision is part of a Safer 
Kingston Town Centre strategy, 
where police and nightclubs 


work together to co-ordinate 
club closing times to reduce the 
effect in the town centre and 
control potential disorder.” 

The club’s website, posters and 
leaflets have all been changed to 
display the new closing time.

Cab driver will not face 
charges over Ali death 


A family whose eight-year-old son 
was killed after being hit by a black 
cab face a heartbreaking wait for 
answers after police ruled out 
charging the driver. 

Ali Nasralla was riding home 
from Robin Hood Primary School 
on March 5 when he was hit by the 
taxi. 

He died of head injuries the next 
day, plunging his parents Murtad¬ 
ha and Susan into despair. 

Mr Nasralla, an engineer, said 
the decision not to prosecute had 
left them in the dark, unable to 
come to terms with their son’s 
death. 

Police said a full investigation 
had been carried out, ruling the

labelled “disappointing” by Mr 
Nasralla. 

They have since called for a 
20mph limit near their son’s 
school. The driver was travelling at 
27mph, below the SOmph limit. 

Mr Nasralla said the family’s 
grief was still as raw as it was the 
day they lost their “kind and lov¬ 
ing son”, with pictures of the smil¬ 
ing young boy dominating the 
family home. 

Mr Nasralla said: “We just want 
to know what happened to our son. 

“If he was driving slower our son 
would still be alive. If the speed 
limit were reduced on this road 
then he would still be with us. 


“We are now left only with the 
pain of losing our son. 

“I catch myself on the street cry¬ 
ing, on the bus. I wish it were me 
that was dead and not him because 
I don’t want to go on without him.” 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said officers planned to 
meet with the family to discuss the 
decision. 

He said: “Once that investigation 
was carried out it was reviewed in¬ 
dependently by another officer to 
ensure the conclusion reached was 
correct. The driver was driving 
within the speed limit, was 
breathalysed at the scene and was 
not arrested at any point during 
the investigation.” 

An inquest is now expected to be 
held before Christmas. 


Mapping poverty 

Poverty hotspots across the borough are 
being pinpointed on a map 

Kingston Citizens Advice Bureau 
(KCAB) has started logging the locations of 
users of Kingston Foodbank, which pro¬ 
vides food to people in a crisis, on a map on 
its website. 

The anonymous system aims to put peo¬ 
ple living below the poverty line on the 
map and dispel stereotypes of people 
struggling to make ends meet. 

Pippa Mackie, chief executive of KCAB, 
said: “There has been a perception that 
people that have to rely on Foodbank are 
from stereotyped groups within our com¬ 
munity. That is not the case. There are peo¬ 
ple there who are working full time.” 

Homelessness and unemployment indi¬ 
cators will also be added to the map. 

One in three children in the borough live 
in poverty and Mrs Mackie said there were 
simply not enough jobs in the borough for 
the unemployed. 

Kingston Foodbank is one of five chari¬ 
ties supported by the Love Kingston ap¬ 
peal, which aims to change the lives of 
thousands of people in the borough and is 
supported by this newspaper.

Neighbours have threatened legal 
action after government inspec¬ 
tors overruled the council to 
allow a phone mast on a protected 
public garden.

Residents argued the applica¬ 
tion was on part of land protected 
by a covenant dating back to 1930, 
though the council disagreed and 
said they rejected the proposal 
because it was “visually 
intrusive”.

inspectorate, whose powers su¬ 
persede the council, following an 
inspection on October 5. 

A report said the effect to the 
character of the area was offset by 
the olive green colouring of the 
mast, which would be set against 
the backdrop of trees. 

Resident Peter Bell said the 
phone operators have no right to 
build on the land and plans to take 
legal action. 

He said: “They can say what 
they want about the site of the 
mast, but I know that it is in 
the gardens. 

“This is an 80-year-old covenant 


around long before Vodaphone 
and long after. They cannot just 
ignore it and build this horrible 
thing wherever they like. 

“The neighbours here will not 
stand for it and I will not stand for 
it. I might take it to the High Court 
and let them decide.” 

Developer Thomas and Macdon¬ 
ald sold the Berrylands Triangle 
to Surbiton Urban Council in 1930 
on the condition it looked after it 
and kept it as a garden. 

The document, dated December 
5, 1930, states the land “shall not 
be used otherwise for the purpose 
of an open space”. 

A spokesman for Kingston 
Council said it could not 
comment.

Shortfall means school’s 
library will be put on hold

Children could be left without 
a library at their new school 
unless parents and teachers 
can raise extra cash. 

Plans for the rebuild of 
Christ Church Junior School, 
in New Malden, have been 
submitted to Kingston Council 
but, if approved, work may 
have to be completed in stages 
if more funding is not found. 

The Church of England 
school received a £2.1m grant 
from the Government’s Educa¬ 
tion Funding Agency in Au¬ 
gust and the council agreed a 
loan of up to £350,000, but 
the school is planning on 
fundraising to cover extra 
costs. 

The shortfall means pupils 
could be left without a library, 
music room and kitchen until 
extra funding becomes avail¬ 
able and extensions are added 
on to the core building. 

Headteacher Tabitha White 
said she did not know how 
much money would be needed 
for all the work to be complet¬ 
ed in one go but was 
certain extra funding would be 
needed. 

She said: “We do not have a 
figure because once the plans 
are finalised then we can 
put out to tender.

“We want to make it the most 
attractive we possibly can, not 
just the school. We would also 
like to refurbish the play¬ 
ground so any money we can 
raise will be beneficial.” 

Miss White said she was 
hopeful money would come 
from grants and parents help¬ 
ing but said if it did not, chil¬ 
dren’s needs would still be 
met. 

She said: “We take them to 
the library at the moment, 
which is an excellent opportu¬ 
nity, and have boxes of books 
we put in classes. 

“But it would be lovely to 
have a dedicated library.” 

Parent Katie Leason said: 
“As much as I value the impor¬ 
tance of a school library, I un¬ 
derstand the priority must be 
the building of the main 
classrooms.” 

The school is run from seven 
temporary classrooms on play¬ 
ing fields behind Mount Road 
in New Malden after its Elm 
Road site was declared danger¬ 
ous last year. 

The temporary move has 
freed up the junior school site 
to allow for the rebuild.

Neighbours angered 
by Tesco tree felling

Residents have expressed anger at 
the cutting down of an old tree to 
make way for a new Tesco 
Express. 

Builders of the Tesco in Hook 
Road, near the Ace of Spades 
roundabout, cut down the large 
tree despite the initial planning 
proposals claiming they would 
not. 

A planning statement produced 
by property consultants GL Hearn 
from August last year said: “The 
application does not involve the 
removal of any trees.” 

Alistair Lark, who lives nearby 
in Verona Drive, said: “Tesco’s 
own caring for the environment 
sign is a joke. While it bought the 
land, the tree that is no more was 
part of the environment. 

“When you examine its design 
closely, you can see no mention of 
any tree to begin with. It was 
either very poor in its initial sur¬ 
veying, or it was being deliberate¬ 
ly revisionist in what it chose to 
detail.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “None of the trees on the site 
are protected in any way and, as 
such, there is no obligation for the 
owner to inform the council of the 


intention to fell one. 

“The planning application form 
asks if the works will require the 
removal of any trees, and should 
not be interpreted as a wider 
undertaking.” 

Frustrated residents have also 
been disrupted by builders who 
have been working outside of 
working hours and waking resi¬ 
dents with noisy drilling, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Lark. 

Work is said to have started from 
as early as 5.30am on some days. 

Builders were blamed for a 
power cut on Verona Drive, leaving 
residents without any electricity 


for up to three hours from 10pm 
on September 11. 

Mr Lark said: “People were won¬ 
dering what was going on. It was 
completely unexpected. We did 
not even have any torches, just 
candles.” 

Kingston Council confirmed it 
had received two noise complaints 
and had visited the site on October 
8 to advise the site manager on 
permitted working hours. 

It also said it was not consider¬ 
ing any formal enforcement 
action. 

No one from Tesco was available 
for comment.

Child safety 
role is filled 


A woman who helped restore 
Haringey Council following 
the death of Baby P has been 
brought to Kingston following 
the damning verdict on its 
child protection teams. 

Sylvia Chew was introduced 
as the new head of safeguard¬ 
ing at Kingston Council at a 
meeting to discuss the “seri¬ 
ous failings” highlighted by 
an Ofsted inspection in July. 

The two-week inspection 
scored Kingston as inade¬ 
quate for overall effectiveness 
at safeguarding children, and 
merely adequate for looked- 
after children, rating it below 
Haringey Council. 

In one case, a vulnerable 
young person regularly 
went missing despite informa¬ 
tion suggesting she had been 
putting herself at consider¬ 
able risk. 

Sitting alongside Nick Whit¬ 
field, joint director for Rich¬ 
mond and Kingston’s new 
“safer together” improvement 
plan, she took questions from 
councillors on the future for 
safeguarding in the borough.

Liberal Democrat council 
leader Derek Osbourne said: 
“We had a very poor Ofsted re¬ 
port, but despite what has 
been pushed through people’s 
doors [by political opponents], 
we are not a basket case. 

“We now have the right peo¬ 
ple in place, a team whom I 
have every confidence in.” 

Mr Whitfield told council¬ 
lors that child protection in 
Kingston would need a 
complete “root and branch” 
overhaul to bring it up to ac¬ 
ceptable standards. 

He told councillors the inter¬ 
vention plan, which would in¬ 
clude early intervention, 
would last 18 months, but 
added it could take five years 
for problems to be fully 
addressed. 

He said; “Before a child 
meets safeguarding thresh¬ 
olds there needs to be more 
work done to ensure improved 
outcomes for that child. 

“There needs to be higher 
emphasis on early interven¬ 
tion not just in rhetoric, but in 
practice. 

“We have been in touch with 
those on the front line of safe¬ 
guarding to engage and fully 
understand what the foster 
parents and children are say¬ 
ing to us.” 

He said he was looking for 
“lots of involvement” from 
councillors on corporate par¬ 
ent panels, set up to monitor 
children looked after by the 
council in foster homes and 
care homes. 

He said: “You can expect me 
to hold people to account, not 
just officers but councillors as 
well, and I expect you to be 
holding me to account as 
well.” 

The council will have to 
spend close to £1.4m for the 
safeguarding overhaul over 
the next two years.

by recruitment experts Reed, 
in partnership with NCFE, a 
leading awarding body for 
nationally recognised qualifi¬ 
cations.

What to look for when 
buying your first home 



House hunters need to be 
better informed before they 
start viewing properties for 
sale, according to estate 
agents. 

The National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) has 
reported a rise in the number 
of enquiries from buyers who 
are unsure of what to ask 
member agents when 
searching for a new property. 

NAEA members have found 
that house hunters 
particularly first-time buyers 
- are often unsure of what 
they should be looking for 
during an initial viewing, and 
what questions to ask about a 
property and its history. 

The NAEA have stressed the 
need for buyers to apply a 
common sense approach 
when viewing a property to 
ensure that they can avoid 
costly surprises later on. 

Mark Hayward, president of 
the NAEA said: “Buying a 
house is a huge undertaking. 


However, our members often 
find that house hunters would 
benefit from a more informed 
approach. 

“It is easy for a buyer to fall 
in love with a property based 
on first impressions, but it is 
important that they look 
beyond the aesthetics and 
think more practically about 
the property. 

“Good estate agents will 
always try to answer your 
questions and highlight any 
issues that they are aware of 
such as recent damp-proofing 
or remedial works. 

“But while serious issues 
will be picked up further 
along the buying process 
during a structural survey, 
buyers can save themselves 
time and money at the outset 
by asking some sensible, basic 
questions.” 

Remember to: 

■ Ask direct questions. It is 
important to be aware of what 
you are buying into: That 


means asking the tough 
questions you might normally 
consider impolite so you 
uncover problems at the 
outset. Always enquire about 
why the seller is moving on 
and ask whether there have 
been any issues with the 
neighbours. The seller doesn’t 
have to tell you about any 
problems with the property, 
so it’s up to you to investigate. 

■ View the property at 
different times of the day: It is 
worth looking at the property 
once during the day and once 
at night to identify any 
obvious problems. Having the 
advantage of being able to 
view any outside areas will 
help with your early decision¬ 
making and noise levels might 
change depending on how 
close the location is to bars 
and other public venues. 

■ Ask yourself if the property 
suits your requirements - 
Even if there are no obvious 
faults with it, it is important 


to consider whether it 
represents the most practical 
option for your needs. Think 
about whether the rooms are 
big enough for your furniture 
and if the place will require 
significant investment. 

■ Consider the location: 
Remember to take a walk 
around the local area 
surrounding the property to 
check its proximity to any 
main roads or overhead flight 
paths that could add excess 
noise. Look at off-street 
parking and any planned 
developments as well. 

■ Don’t be pressurised. 
Buying a house is one of the 
most important decisions you 
will ever make. Take your 
time looking around the 
property and try not to cram 
too many viewings into one 
day. If you see one you like, go 
and view it a few times, listen 
to what the agent or seller is 
saying and think objectively 
about your decision.
